To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  the  Borough  of  Buxton. 
Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough 
of  Buxton  for  the  year,  1946. 

The  report  is  still  abbreviated  and  deals  mainly  with  statistics. 

The  number  of  births  for  the  year  continues  to  exceed  the  pre- 
war figure,  and  totalled  301.  Actually  there  were  420  babies  born 
within  the  Borough,  but  of  these  1 19  are  not  truly  appropriate  to  the 
town  and  are  regarded  as  transferable  births.  This  large  number, 
however,  shows  the  extent  of  “additional  ’’  maternity  work  in  the 
town,  either  in  private  houses  or  in  maternity  homes,  and  is  an  index 
of  the  service  rendered  by  maternity  homes  to  those  outside  the 
borough  in  the  surrounding  districts  taking  advantage  of  the  facilities 
within  the  town.  An  analysis  of  the  420  births  shows  that  276  were 
born  in  Maternity  Homes.  This  represents  65.71  per  cent,  of  the 
total  births  and  constitutes  a strong  argument  for  the  establishment 
of  a Maternity  Hospital  in  the  Borough  rather  than  in  the  County  Area. 
The  live  birth-rate  per  thousand  population  was  16.4  against  19.1 
for  England  and  Wales.  The  gain  to  the  population  , however,  is 
more  evident  by  a comparison  of  the  births  with  the  deaths — 301 
against  233. 

Heart  disease  maintaining  its  high  toll  of  deaths  claimed  82 
lives,  and  was  followed  by  Cancer  of  all  sites  with  a total  of  35,  and 
Intracranial  Vascular  lesions  with  a total  of  19. 

There  was  no  death  from  puerperal  or  other  maternal  causes. 
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Immunization  against  Diphtheria  continued  to  be  carried  out 
and  I desire  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Health  Visitors  for  their 
assistance  in  this,  as  in  other  work,  for  their  constant  effort  to 
persuade  the  parents  of  young  children  (I — 5 years)  to  have  the 
necessary  treatment  carried  out.  By  December,  1946,  568  children 
between  I and  5 years  had  completed  the  course. 

Housing  still  remains  a very  pressing  problem  and  there  would 
appear  to  be  many  difficulties  to  be  overcome  to  secure  adequate 
accommodation.  There  is  much  overcrowding  in  the  Borough. 
Too  many  are  living  m “split  up”  houses  with  a lack  of  the  necessary 
amenities  of  life.  Many  have  to  tolerate  bad  conditions  owing  to 
dilapidations,  deterioration  of  the  property  on  account  of  age,  short- 
age of  materials  and  labour  difficulties.  The  amount  of  work  falling 
on  the  Sanitary  Department,  as  a result,  is  greatly  increasing.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR 

THE  AREA. 


(a)  Laboratory  Facilities  : Pathological  and  Bacteriological 
Investigations  are  carried  out  at  the  County  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Derby,  and  at  the  Devonshire  Royal  Hospital,  Buxton. 


(b)  Ambulance  Facilities  : (i)  Infectious  Cases — Motor  Fever 
Ambulance  : (ii)  Non- Infectious  cases  and  accident  cases  are  conveyed 
in  a motor  ambulance  which  is  garaged  in  the  centre  of  the  town,  and 
is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Health  Committee.  During  1945  a 
second  ambulance,  an  A.R.P.  vehicle,  was  purchased,  and  this  was 
converted  to  become  a first-class  modern  ambulance.  The  other 
Borough  ambulance  has  now  reached  a stage  when  its  replacement  has 
become  necessary. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home  : The  District  Nursing  Association 
provides  for  general  nursing  three  nurses,  who  do,  in  addition,  a certain 
amount  of  midwifery.  A grant  of  £20  per  annum  is  paid  to  the 
Association  by  the  Borough  Council  for  the  home  nursing  and  care  of 
patients  suffering  from  Measles,  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  etc.  During 
the  year  the  number  of  visits  paid  was  1 04  : Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  64, 
Measles  30,  and  Whooping  Cough  10.

Section  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply  : The  Borough  is  almost  entirely  covered  by  a piped 
supply,  which  in  a year  of  normal  average  rainfall,  meets  the  demand. 
There  does  arise,  however,  with  a period  of  prolonged  drought  the 
question  of  larger  storage  accommodation.  The  water  is  mainly  upland 
surface  water.  The  supplies  are  tested  chemically  and  bacteriologically 
at  least  once  a month,  and  daily  examinations  are  conducted  for  the  Ph. 
A Chlorinating  Plant  is  installed  at  each  reservoir.  16  farms  and  21 
dwelling-houses  situated  m the  rural  outskirts  of  the  Borough  are  not 
supplied  from  the  mams.  1 2 houses  in  the  rural  portion  of  the  Borough 
are  supplied  by  two  standpipes. 

Swimming  Baths  : There  are  two  swimming  pools  in  the 
Borough,  one  owned  by  the  Corporation  and  one  privately  owned. 
Neither  pool  is  supplied  with  filtration  or  chlorinating  plant.

Milk  IS  also  supplied  from  24  sources  outside  the  Borough,  and  is 
generally  good. 

343  specimens  of  milk  were  obtained  and  subjected  to  bacteriological 
examinations.  206  of  the  specimens  were  of  “ Designated  ” milks,  and 
the  remaining  137  were  “ non-designated.” 

3 supplies  were  found  to  Include  milk  from  animals  affected  with 
tuberculosis.

1 o the  Mayor,  Corporation  and  Citizens  of  Buxton. 

1 have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  meteorological  report  for  1946, 
a year  characterised  by  many  vagaries. 

1 he  temperature  for  the  whole  year  was  slightly  above  the  average, 
an  unusually  cold  January,  summer  and  December  being  offset  by  milder 
conditions  in  February,  April,  September  and  November.  On  July 
12th  the  thermometer  rose  to  79  degrees,  not  a very  outstanding  score, 
but  the  best  of  the  year.  The  coldest  day  was  January  21st,  when  we 
had  17  degrees  of  frost. 

For  SIX  months  the  prevailing  wind  was  S.W. 

The  ram-gauge  was  working  overtime  during  the  year,  and  we 
achieved  a 43  years’  record,  with  a total  of  59.57  ms.  Five  months  were 
below  the  average,  but  unfortunately  four  of  the  summer  months  were 
well  above  the  normal.  The  wettest  day  was  February  7th,  when  64.7  mm 
(just  over  23  ms.)  fell  in  24  hours.  October  was  the  driest  month,  the 
total  fall  being  23.1  mm. 

1108.6  hours  of  bright  sunshine  were  recorded  in  the  year;  the 
maximum  for  one  day  was  14.4  hours,  on  June  13th.  May  gamed  the 
distinction  of  being  the  sunniest  month,  with  182.1  hours.  December’s 
total  of  12.2  hours  was  a less  enviable  distinction. 

Daily  readings  and  monthly  summaries  may  be  seen  at  any  time. 

It  IS  not  generally  known  that  the  Buxton  Meteorological  Station 
was  inaugurated  m 1868,  and  the  instruments  were  presented  to  the 
Borough  by  the  Devonshire  Royal  Hospital  in  1923. 

I should  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  Mr.  J.  A.  Robinson,  the 
Borough  Librarian,  for  his  services  as  deputy  Meteorologist.
